Dalton said that he was contemplat- 
ing raising the Spring Valley assess- 
ment from about §4,500,000, where it 
lias approximately stood for - several 
yearSy and on this proposition there 
was a long discussion. Dalton did not 
broach the subject of a bribe, how- 
ever, at this conference.

Second Meeting 


About ten days after this interview, 
Behan told the. inquisitors, Dalton 
called him across the bay for another 
Interview. It was at this conference, 
the witness testified, that Dalton de- 
clared his intention to "get even" for 
the loss of his fat salary and commis- 
sions, amounting- to about $20,000 a 
year through the enactment of the 
law cutting oft the commissions and 
placing his office on a straight salary 
basis of $7000 a year. Dalton said at 
this time that his last campaign for 
office had cost him tini:.the neighbor- 
hood of $30,000 and'triat.'he'intended 
t o repay himself. 
- . . - . . ' 


Then, Behan testified, Dalton said 
something to this effect: ""VJThat would 
your people do for me if instead of 
raising your assessment I should cut 
it down by about $2,500,060?" 
, Behan testified that this took him 
off his feet and he replied, "What do 
you mean, Mr. Dalton?" 


In detail 
He told Behan that the 


company would not only profit by the 
redticed assessment but would make 
a big saving ^in taxes, and -this he 
promised to do for $25,000. 
Behan 


testified that he told Dalton he would 
take the proposition 
under 
advise- 


ment and refer it to other officers of 
the Spring Valley Wa'ter Company. He 
reported the matter to President Wll- 


liam B. Bourne, wno was about to 
leave for a trip abroad, and was in- 
structed by him to lay the matter be- 
fore Vice-Presldent Eastman. 


Behan was still in the Jury room 


when an adjournment, was taken at 
12:15 o'clock for lunch, and at 1:30 
o'clock this afternoon the inquisitorial 
body reconvened and Behan resumed 
his testimony.

Evasion Ends 


Then it was that Dalton, according 


to Behan, ceased his evasion and 
came out in the. open.

I would much prefer to say nothing until the 


People's case is presented to a jury; but, inas- 
much as this is a matter wherein the taxpay- 
ers of Alameda county were boldly and basely 
sold out and betrayed by a public servant, 
Henry P. Dalton, County Assessor, I deem it 
my duty as District Attorney to make a brief 
statement to the people of this county, Dal- 
ton "stood up" the Spring Valley Water Com- 
pany, but instead of complying with his de- 
mands the company at once reported the mat- 
ter to me; and working under my direct in- 
structions for over a month past, we finally 
have caught Dalton with the bribe money, 
which ;he solicited, on -his person. 


This is not a case of the water company 


seeking to bribe Dalton or even approaching him in the first in- 
stance. On the contrary, in March of this year, Dalton, of his 
own volition, sent for a representative of the Spring Valley 
Water Company and when an officer of the company called in 
response1^ to Dalton's request, Dalton immediately informed 
him that it was his intention to materially raise the assessment 
<oi the company for the ensuing year; and using this threat as 
a wedge Dalton laid the foundation for his opportunity subse- 
quently to demand a bribe. 


MENTIONS REDUCED SALARY. \ 
- 


When Dalton thought the company had been sufficiently 


frightened he again sent word that he desired another confer- 
ence and upon this occasion he informed the company's repre- 
sentative that his salary and fees had been reduced by the Leg- 
islature from $25,000 to $7000 per year, and that his last cam- 
paign expenses amounted to_$30,000: that he, Dalton, proposed 
to "get even"; and did not care whether he held the office an- 
other term or npt; and warming up to his subject he then of- 
fered hot to raise the Spring Valley at all and in addition that 
he swould reduce the present assessment of the Spring Valley 
Water Company two and a half million dollars, which would 
mean a reduction in its taxes of some $50,000 per year, and for 
this betrayal of the taxpayers of Alameda county he demanded 
a bribe of $25,000. 
' 


Last year the Spring Valley Water Company was assessed 


in this county forx about four and a half million dollars; and 
Dalton took occasion, to point out that this reduction would not 


• only be a saving to the water company in taxes of $50,000 for{. 
this year, but that this arrangement would continue for his full 
term of four years; and that thereby the water company would 
gain $200,000 "and besides that no increase would be made over 
the present assessment. 


GO TO DISTRICT ATTORNEY. 


Instead of acceding to Dalton's demands, the officers of the 


Spring Valley Water Company, 'through its counsel, immedi- 
ately laid the entire proposition before me. The enormity of 
the offense was such I felt bound to take such steps as would 
bring Dalton to justice, and with this end in view I requested 
and advised the officers of the Spring Valley Water Company 
and its counsel to proceed in the matter as suggested by Dalton 
so that 'he might be apprehended in the act. 


I am glad to be able to state that the officers and counsel of 


the Spring Valley Water Company co-operated with me to the 
fullest extent, and rendered the people such assistance iithat we 
are now able to place before a jury a state of facts fully corrob- 
orated, and complete in every detail. 


I want to-protect the rights of the people and at the same 


time to be fair and impartial to Dalton. For that reason I cannot, 
at this time, disclose the evidence in my possession; suffice it is 
to say that everything has been done under my direct super- 
vision and the case of tha people is now ready to be placed be- 
fore a jury •without any <£eiay whatever upon our part.

Trembling Official Submits to Arrest; Is

The company had absolutely no feeling in the matter and 


there was no animus back of the arrest of Assessor Dalton. 
There was a difference of opinion as to the assessment of cer-. 
tain land and riparian rights near Niles, but this .matter, had 
nothing to do with the present case. 


Every Assessor has his own reasons for levying; assessments 


and the officers of the Spring Valley- Company believed that . 
Dalton was wrong in his way of assessing this property. 


Secretary Behan of the Spring Valley Water Company re- 


ceived a message from Dalton to the effect that he wanted to 
see him. Behan went io Daiton's office in Oakland, thinking 
that they would discuss the assessments for the year as is usual 
in. such cases. The assessment of the riparian right was upper- 
most in Behan's mind when he entered Daiton's private office 
alone for an interview.-. 


He was very much surprised at the offer that was made to 


him for presentation to the company that Dalton was to reduce 
the assessment about half—more than $2,500,000—effecting a 
saving of S50.000 for a consideration of $25,000. This- would- 
give Dalton half the benefit which the company would receive 
by the reduced assessment.

Judge Harlan is a great and good man, but he is human, and 


It is not beyond the range of probability that his dissent from the 
court's opinion in the Standard Oil case was colored, to some extent 
at least, by his disappointment that he should have been passed 
over for Judge White when the President was looking for a man.to 
appoint Chief Justice. Judge Harlan is a Republican and Judge 
White a Democrat, and Judge Harlan has served on the Supreme 
Court nearly twice as long as Judge White. • . 


ijt is to be remarked that Judge Harlan concurred without 


reservation in the Standard Oil judgment. What he dissented 
'from Is not really a part of the decision, but what the lawyers 
call obiter dicta in the opinion, that is, expressions which did not 
affect the issue or the conclusions of the court but which set 
forth. iJistmctioiis which are not binding on any other court or even 
the Sttpreme Court in future decisions. The law is expressed in 
the conclusion not the reasoning process leading up to it. .Hence 
Judge Harlan was not accurate in stating that the court had 
amended the constitution. 


An examination of the decision shows that the judgment of 


the lower court was affirmed on the pleadings, but Justice White 
expressed an opinion- in drawing the court's conclusions that by 
construction injected the wordJ reasonable into the Sherman anti- 
trust law. That obiter dictum, however, does not amend the law 
nOr govern-future constructions of its tenor and effect. As a cold 
fact, the court did not read into the law any matter that was not 
put there by the framers of the act. Chief Justice White did, 
however, argue that the word reasonable was presumed to be there 
or at least implied. But that is '"an individual conclusion and not 
a conclusion of law, Judge Harlan to the contrary notwithstanding.
